cent a Princeſle) that ever ſince, I haue 
contended with my ſelfe, to adventure 
and Act ſomething, that might haue pow.

Eſcalona, the — 4 of Caſtel's, 
Rodrige the Admirant and Conſtable of C, 
Cost Oh , Count Gn, Pedro de Toleds, 
Gonz4les 8e Cordua, Lewes de Velaſco, with ſundry o- 
thers of remarke and note, of the chiefeſt Nobility, 
whither being come, and having made choyſc of 


a goodly and faire Pallace, anciently belonging 2 
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to the D. of Bei principall of the family of che 
Zang u, in 2 faire great Chamber hung with rich 
Arras, ouer the leather guilded. Guars t, 
after many an enterchange of complement, cach as 
his — required tooke his place, like a col- 
ledge of wiſe Philitians to conſult of the (tate of 
that body and Kingdome, how with medicines ( as 
Phy lirians call them) to preuent her future danger, 
withall tor the preſent to tepayre the ruine of her 
reputation and credit with the world, (ſiace now her 
plots and practiſes are lmoaked, their — knots 
vntwiſted euen by children: Laſtly, how to gaine 
by ſtrong band, what all this while thee could not 
compaſſe by artes and policie. 

Being all (et and ſilent, the Duke of Medine Ci 
ſtoode vp and ſpake as follow eth. 


My Lords, it hath pleaſed his Catholique Maieſty 
the King our Mr. to give way to this our meeting

ether with an vna ninity of Kings and Peecres, for 
ome great vndertaking: How nerely then concernes 
it vs of Spaine, tobe vigilant, and to looke about 


vs : firſt, for the maintenance and aduancement of 
Az the 
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the Catholique Religion, and holy Church : Se. 
condly, tor the deſence of his Maieſties Kingdomes 
and Territories: T hird'y, to heare the gricuances of 
the pcop'e groaning vnder the heauy burthen of ex- 
action and oppteſſion, though the couetuouſneſſe of 
publique c ſhees. Fourthly, for the ſupply of the 
Treaſury which a late hath beene much cxhauſted, 
part y by preparation by Sea againit our Common 
enemies, Twrker,and Hellanders, and partly by the 
extraordinary entertainment of Charles Prince of 
wales, the charge wherof amounted to 49. thouſand 
Ducates. Fifr, and lalily, for giving the world ſa- 
tilſaction, and the taking away of thoſe vile ſcan- 
dales and imputations,which euen within theſe few 
dayes haue beene, and are hourely caſt vpon vs, eſ- 
pecially, (as they give it our) in dealing doubly and 
diſhonorably with England, concerning the Treaty 
of the Match.

eſpecially ot late daycs, from Holand, France, and 
glied: yeaas I vnderſtand in fongs and Ballades, 
lung vp and downe the Strectes in many places: 

whence this imputation, vpon fo iuſt and brauca 
Nation, ſo potent a Monatch / at the brandithing 
ot whoſe ſword Exrozetrembles) ſhould proceede,l 

cannot gheſle, yet deſite to be fatilzed herein, in the 
King my Mr. and kinſmans behalte, my kinſman, 
tor you all know my ncere alliance vnto his Maie(ty, 
and my Poeſie may intimate no leile vnto the world 
ich is Pues 99, nos, atter you, we, being next in 
blood it the iſſue Royall ihould tailc. 

Bur I am a traide the ill carriage of ſome private 
men at home, perhaps our Embaſſadors in For. 
raine parts, ) haue throwne this aſperiion vpon vs, 
having eyther giuen abroad to many ouertutes ot 
our deſignes, or attempted their ends with oucr. 
much halt and violence, which in time and by gen- 
tle hand might haue beene eaſiet won, as a bough 
whole fruite we mcane to gather, is brought downe 
by degrees, which elſe might breake and we loale 
our longing. 

mow in the firſt, me th inke out Nation ſhould 
not eaſily offend, we being eſteemed the molt po 

an 
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and rcſerued to our ſelues in the world, as the euent 
of our greateſt and moſt important actions haue 
ſufficiently ſhewne. Did we not in 88. ca ry our bu. 
ſineſſe for England ſo cunningly and ſecretly as well, 
in that well diſſem bled trcaty with the t-ngliſh ncere 
Oſtend, whereto for vs were deputed, Aremberge, 
Champigny, Richardot and other, as in bringing our 
Nauy totheir ſhores, while their Commanders and 
Captaines were at bowles vpon the hoe of Plimonth, 
and had my Lord Alonſo Guzman, the Duke of Ate. 
dias Sidowia had but the teſolution (but in truth his 
Commiſſion was otherwiſc) he might haue ſuprized 
them as they lay at Anker, and the like. In el 
when Don [van d 4quils had gotten tooting in the 
Iriſh ground ere any ot the miſt, How were our plots 
and correſpondence with Ziren carryed, with infi- 
nite the like examples. 

Touching the latter, the Spaniſh Nation hath of 
all other in the world becne held for the moſt ſober, 
ſtayd, and wiſe, and were wont neuet to attempt any 
thing but vpon great and long aduice, accounting 
it with Quintus Lalius more honorable to bee ac. 
counted droancs or cowards, then to hazard our al. 
faires, or Armies, French like, oncly in a vaine-glo- 
rious haſtineſſe to gaine the Honor of charging the 
firſt. So that it ſeemeth ſtrange to me that we haue 
I know not vpon what grounds incurred the hate 
and ſcorne of other Nations, and that we eſpecially 
of the Nobility ſhou'd be thought ill of ſinccof No- 
bility ours of Spain, hath beene euet held the moſt 
illuſtrious and eminent of the world,

My Lords, I can deriue this ſlaunder of our 
Country, and hate of our ſelues from no other 
fountainc then the Fanaticull humors and diſtracted 
ſpirits of ſome of the Engliſh, who find theinſclues 
not a little gall'd and vexed with our politique de- 
lavcs heretotore, and now our tinall reiection, and 
(1 hope) ſhaking hands with that Herericall Nation 
for cver, for it your Alteſe and Honors will but 
conſidet what aducnture and boote we haue made 
by them, I ehinke you will ſay we might well endure 
theſe Britiſh Northen and cold blaſts: meanc time 
in ſo ſuffering for our Catholique King, and in the 
Catholique cauſe we ought tu take ſuch approbry 
rather a5 an Honor vnto vs then otherwiſe. 

Morcouer, if we ſhall contider who are the Au- 
thors of theſe lying Plawphilets , wee ſhall finde 
to proccede from the pennes of light and vaſtayed 
wits, wich intent eyther to winne the opinion of 
good intelligencers and ſtatiſtes together with the 
aiery applaule ot the Vulgar, or to ray ſe to their del.

My Lords, you would hardly haue for- 
borne laughter, to haue heard how 1 haue beene en- 
quired after tor Maiſters for the Spaniſh tongue, 
(that I may ſay nothing of ſo many bills ſet vp in 
cuery corner of the City by Profeſſors) nay I could 
haue no ſetuice almoſt done me of my Mullettors 
and Groomes, for being employed in teaching the 
Spaniſh among Ladycs and their maydes , though 
I knew, I tell you, Engliſh muſt be that they were 
to truſt roo when all was done.

| muſt conteſle, quoth Gondamer , the common 
people of England beare generally an inbred ipleene 
roward vs, as it ſeemeth by many rude affronts, we 
were oftered there by the baſet fort, contrary to the 
will and pleaſure of his Maiefty of great Sriztany, 
who publiſhed many Edidts and Proclamarions in 
our bchalfes, puniſhing many times ce! e offenders 
ſcuetely as they could be taken, but why the name of 
a Spamard ſhould be ſo become odious vnto them, 
is a queſtion I cannot eaſily reſolue. 

Some thinke that there is a narvrall antipathy

Indeed Henrie the 4. of France, firnamed the 
Gu «ar, laboured at one time a reconfiliation be- 
tweene vs, but he found the raotes of eithers diſcon- 
tent ſo deepe, and the fore fo vnſaluable, that hee 
ue it ouer in the end, Touching mine owne per- 
on, I was generally hated, conteffe,of the common 
people : for no other cauſe, I imagine, then for the 
great grace and fauour I was in with his Mateſtie, vn- 
to whom I had tree acceſſe at all times, and his gra- 
cious care to any reaſonable ſuite or requeſt I could 
dewaund, the particulars of the Sctuice I did to the 
King my Maſter (whom God long preſcrue) | thinke 
ate not knowne vnto you, I omitting no one houre 
or minute of time wherein I did not benefit either 
him . ſeruice my ſelſe by expetience ot a freind 

by a good turne.

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For dutiug the time of my abode in EN and 
whileſt I lay in Zoandww, I got partly by the meancs of 
well affected freinds , and partly by mine owne ex- 
perience (for in ſommettime, bs the colour of 
taking the ayre, I would take vew of the countrie) . 
had periect knowledge of the eſtate of the whole 
Land : for there was no Fortification, Hauen,

— fit for ſeruice, and which not, I knewe the 
rength of the Tower of Lud, what Armour, 
Ordinance, {mall ihot and powder it might afford. 
You knowe moreouer my Lords, I acquainted 
the King my maiſter with Sir walter Ralcrghs inten- 
ded voyge to Gaane, and cucry particular thereof, 
when it was but in embroyne, and when he himſel ſe 
vowed onely three were acquainted with his pur- 
— and teſolution, but the fourth ſhould neuer 
now what he intended vntill he had fer footing in 
America : yet | fay, knew what he aimed at, what 
courſes he ment to hold, where to land, what places 

he meant to ſurpriſe, what forces he carried, and b 

what way he refolued to returne : with all whic 
particulars, as I haue already laid) Lacquainted you

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long ere he went, and he was no ſooner gone but 
was affured I had his head at my deuotion,to take it 
when l liſted (having ſuſfictent matter to alled ge a 
F. him) and at laſt, though his treaſon for which 
e ſtood condemned many yeares before) was the 
hatcher, yet the hand was mine that gaue him the 
blow : for it concerned vs aboue all the reſt in caſe 
we ſhould fall off from Emyland, and burſt out into 
our old enmitie, to make away with him,who would 
haue proued the onely Boutiſcu and Cendiaric of 
the world, in ſtitring vp the hatred of the Engliſh and 
other Nations againlt vs, he being a darling of our 
late deadlieſt enimie Queene Elizaberb, and one of 
the laſt men to be borne of thoſe great ſpirits, and 
experienced Caprtaines the time oſ her raigne pro- 
daced, His — (I humbly cthanke him) rooke e- 
ſpeciall notice of this ſeruice of mine (and as it was 
ol me) gane me great thankes for it aboue the 
re 
I was no leſſe diligent for the diſcouerie of the 
Inland, then for the Shores and Sea-coaſts : For 
there was neuer a Sheire in Eu, but better 
know the eſtate, power and qualitie thereof then the 
Inhabitants, euen the beſt ot chem themſelues did.

For of all his Maicſtics King 
doms in Exrepe, Af, or America, Pers i5 the prime 
and Soveraigne, being aboue any other in the 
World, moit abounding in gold, filuer, and pearle, 
where gold, and ſiluet is not as in other places, only 
with great labour, digged and ſought for, in deepe 
and rockey mines, but here Nature hath diſperit 
and chrowne it about in ſuch that it is or- 
dinarily found in fands by the fea tide, and vpon 
the common wayes, in welle, lakes, mTithes, among 
ſtones in the carth, cleauing to the ground vnder 
the rootes of plants, and trees, plucked or digged 
vp, neither in ſeruples, or little and ſmall graines , 
but in lumpes, and folid maſhes, weighing two or 
three pound weight a peece. 

The like fi (we are certainly informed) they 
had but this other day (replyed the D. of Cea,) in 
going to the Eaſt. Indies vader their Admirall Fre- 
w'ts, by ſurprizing the ſtrong Cattle of Delreis, 
which yet hold and maintaine ( having (ene 
backe aguine vato Holland for 2 ſecond Fleete to 
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their ſupply, which conſiſteth of 4000. marriners, 
whereof one — — — 4 tellowes) is 
fraught wich band y and 
12 theſe with the forwer — 
numbet ol fifty good ſhips, and for certaine it is te- 
ported that they arc preparing fora third Nauie to 
follow the other two our of hand. 

I thinke (quoth L. De Velaſco) the Diuell intends 
to giues them all the kingdom es of the carth. 

Bur replied the D. of Braga, It I am not decei- 
ued, they were met withall by the way, and fell farre 
ſhort of their teckoning, to what end cle ſhould his 
Maicſtic this laſt yeare prepare ſo mighty a Fleete, 
both in Seine and Portugal, ſending for the ſhi 
ping of Denkerke, winoxbergen and 27 delides 
many merchant Ships atreſted and ſtayed of Eng- 
land, France, Lubeck, Hamborow and other places, to 
be ioyned with his Navie. Or what effect wrought 
the conſultation at Madrid, and the dayly poſting 
with letters from thence to Braxeds. 

All came to iuſt nothing, quoth the D. of Seſa: 
for cuen in the heate and threatc of this great prepa- 
tion, the Hellanders were ſo bold as to ſet vpon a 
goodly Ship of ours, whoſe lading was ſiluet, v hich 
they tooke and brought ſaſely home to Horne: So 
that weighing all occurrenccs rightly, we ſhall ſinde 
it no time tothinke of an offeniiue warre with Eng. 
land, for which we ate not incaſe, yet it is not a+ 
mille for vs to pretend like Lyons, and ſceme terrible 
to the world, but neceſſitie doth admoniſh, notwith- 
ſtanding we muſt ecke and lengthen out our hides 
with Foxes tayle.

Yes, it ſcemedſo ( quoth Felaſcs,) for the moſ 
part of our Spaniſh Souldicrs were cut off, in their 
marching away and retreat , by the Garrifons of 
Duiburgt, Arnhem, Daxentrie , Campen, and 7- 
phen, belide great numbers who periſhed with ex- 
tremitie of cold, ſome hauing their noſes, ſome 


heit hands frozen and rotted off, beſide thoſe that 
were 
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were ſlarued for want of bread, ſo that wee cannot 
boaſt of this voyage, wee ſtaying in the vue but 
ſcauen dayes , which a Spaniard had not ſeene in 
aboue thirtie yeares before. 

All this diſcourſe (quoth Count C had 
on all ſides, Ifce tendeth to no other end, then 
to intimate our difatillity and diſproportion of 
firergih, 1f wee ſhould vndertakea preſent Warre 
againſt the Netherlands , without either — 
our ſe lues maiſiets of great Brittarne a thing whic 
his Maicſties Predeccflors for this hundred yeares 
have aimedat (and we may truely fay and belceue 
is a matter impoſſible ) or by faire meanes intreate 
them, from the Cliffes of Dower, to be but onely 
SpcRators „ while wee wreſtle for theremnant of 
our right in the Low Countries, wherefore at the 
laſt, io end and i} ut vp this our Conſultation , I 
haue (with Aduiſe) drawne together certaine 
Heades and Concluſions, as Maximes of State, for 
the preſent and future ſecut ing of our Countries 
and ſclucs, which I humbly ſubmit to all your gra- 
tious and honorable centres. 

Herewith Gondomar kiſhing the paper, deliue- 
red the fame to the D. of gears, whichthe D. 
againe deliueted to a Secretary ot Eſtate, commaun- 
ding him to reade them openly and diſlinctly be 
fore the whole houſe : the contents whereot were as

ting collot d Oyles, Balſames, countetſcit Bezar, 
perfumed Lozenges, Receipts for the tooth. ach, 
with a thouſand the like : get the perſect and true 
receipt for any one diſeaſe ot ach, it is enough to 
aine credit to your practice, and make you paſse 
or currant, It you ſend any youths over to our 
Seminaries let them be the Sonnes o f the richeſt 
and ableſt men, ſo ſhall you not want a place for te- 
trait, and meancs to telieue you at an extremitie. 
Young Gentlewomen, you may convey over to 
Bruxells, or whether you pleaſe, by putting them in 
boyesapparell, theyr hayre being handſomely tyed 
vp with a Fillet, and a wrought cap worne over it 
with a great broad-brimmd Hat. It you would at 
any time convey over any Silver or Gold, the Scar- 
cher commonly may be couzened, it you ſend it o- 
ver in Paſtics baked, provided that you haue ſome 
of fleſh onely to cate or giue away, asacullor for 
the reſt.

Allo wee adviſe;you,it perſecution come vpon 
you to flye into Scorland for a ſcaſon, and when you 
lee your beſt time returne againe; for it ſeemeth by 
this Proclamation you ſent, that you are not banni- 
ſhed Scotland, therefore that may be a good ſheltet 
vnto you. 

Be ſute to haue going in the North or weft part 
of England , two Printers preſſes at worke, which 
let be well ſtocked ; alſo aſmall rouling preſle for 
litle picturesof Saints, Feronics's heads, Cruciſixes; 
and the like, much money may be gained hereby. 

Haue a care whenſocuer any Booke or Picture 
comes out to our preiudice,ſer ſome freinds to buy 
them all vp , though you burne them forthwith, 
except ſome few, which faile not ſtill but to fend 
vs of every fort three at the leaſt, for they will bee 
vnto vs of great vſe.
